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Continuation of 13. Other: In response to applicant's argument that Kimura is nonanalogus art, it has been held that a prior art reference 
must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant 
was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed Invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ 2d 
1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992) In this instance Kimura is directed to a laser apparatus for mechanical processing (laser cutting- functional 
equivalent to laser drilling) using a vibrating condenser lens, same as applicant's instant claims. In addition, Kimura is directed to a 
biological process, much the same use as applicant's surgical needles. Being in a similar biological field, applicant would recognize the 
similarities. Furthermore, a small laser cut is essentially the same as a laser drilled hole. Applicant argues that Kimura teaches a vibrating 
stage which is not the same as applicant's vibrating frame. The examiner resepctfully disagrees because close examination reveals that 
the vibrating stage is same as applicant's vibrating frame. Thus Kimura encompasssed applicant's instant claims. The applicant argues 
that Bosch Is used to teach drilling holes, white none of the claims recite drilling of holes. The examiner respectfully notes that Bosch 
teaches drilling a hole (i.e. an opening) and it appears that applicant is drilling something, albeit an opening. If applicant is drilling 
"nothing" then there are enablement issues with applicant's claims. All arguments set forth in the instant after final are well taken, 
however, rejections of the claims under the prior art is sustained for the reasons set forth in the final office action. 
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
